Tho Plain Facts.
The Tribune makes a laborious effort to

Justify Its betrayal of tho Republican party
In this city and State at tho lato election.
Tho facts aro very clear. That pretended
organ of Republicanism Joined In a Mug-
wump assault on a regularly nominated
Republican ticket, not on any ground of
objection to its composition, for Its candi-
dates were beyond criticism and tho best
In tho field by all odds.

Rsid finds It necessary to consume a
column's spaco In tho effort to explain
them away. Tho sum and substance, of the
whole is that ho played the part of a traitor
for the gratification of his private ma-
lignity, and exposed the Tribune to all Re-

publicans as a peculiarly nasty enemy of
their party, against whose treachery they
must be on their guard ceaselessly from
this tlmo forth, and more especially In tho
election of next year and the momentous
election In 1000.

From tho Union Ijcjikuo Club.
We publish in another column a letter

on our late New York election from Mr.
Isaac Townsknd Sunn, a member of the
Union League Club, and tho American
Consul-Gener- of Siam. Mr. Sunn's let-
ter Is an attempt to justify the Republican
rebellion which gave New York, both the
city and tho State, to the Bryanizcd De-

mocracy, and as It presents the fallacious
arguments usually set up as a pretext for
that wholly Indefensible revolt, wo give It
as a curious contribution to tho history of
that disastrous campaign.

The first excuse for his rebellion offered
by Mr. Smith is that It was requisite

" tho Republican party Is on record
as advocating a separation of municipal
and local from national Issues." There is
no such record, and even if there were one,
such a separation In tho last campaign was
Impossible. The election was not merely
for municipal officers, but for State officers
also, Assemblymen and a Chief Justice of
the Court of Appeals. As the results of tho
election showed, tho rebellion In the party
against tho municipal ticket carried down
also Its county and Its State ticket. The
rebels did not discriminate against the city
ticket only, but also defeated Assembly-
men and Judgo Wallace, the Republican
candidate for Chief Justice of the Court of
Appeals, by withholding their votes from
them or by voting for other candidates. They
made themselves responsible for the elec-

tion of a Bryanlto Chief Justice and did
their best to turn over to Bryanism tbe
Assembly likewise.

In separating, so far as possible, munici-
pal elections from State and national elec-

tions, tho Constitutional Convention did
not and could not place the Republican
party on record in favor of keeping out
State or national Issues from a local cam-
paign, tho Constitution having no power to
determine the Issues of an election, or to
Include or to exclude any issues.

For the very reason that Tammany Ilall
was shrewd in attempting to cloak Its
Bryanism with municipal Issues only, tho
Republican party would have been foolish
in assisting it In the effort by making Its
campaign on the same ground. Neither in
armed conflicts nor, in the contests of poli-

tics is It regarded as good strategy to allow
tho enemy to cliooso the position from
which to fight with a view to Its own ad-
vantage. Tammany, or the Democratic
party, had been beaten last year because of
Its avowed Bryanism, and on that Issue It
could have been beaten again this year.
Accordingly, tho efforts of Its leaders from
the beginning of spring and throughout
the campaign were to hido its Bryanism as
a matter of immediate expediency. Obvi-
ously, sound political tactics, sound public
policy, required Its opponents to defeat the
trick and drag forth its hidden Bryanism.
The Strong administration, as every saga-
cious political observer knew, had brought

into disrepute, and on
that issuo defeat was inevitable. That
popular sentiment demanded a municipal
Government, for which there should bo
strict party responsibility, was proved by
the result of the election.

Mr. Smith gives as another excuse for
his rebellion, that the " Republican party
was largely opposed tb the Greater New
York charter" as it was passed. But It
was a Republican Legislature which passed
tho charter and a Republican Governor
who signed It. "Mr. Tracy was there at

I Albany In advocacy of It," says Mr. Smith,
"and wa not th&tenoujxUr ho asks, to Jus

tify nepublleans In defeating Gen. TrtAorl
Perhaps so, if a Republican deserves to bo
tabbed by his party for supporting a

measure. But what effoct could
defeating Gen. Tracy baro on tho charter!
It was law, and the late election was held
under it. It was not on Issuo of tho cam-

paign. Something seems to bo out of gear
in tho logical apparatus of tho Consul-Gener-

of Slam.
Mr. Smith wants to know it It la not

plain that " tho Republican machine dug tho
dlteh" Into which it fell. Tho Republican
organltlon simply followed tho usual
course in nominating candidates in tho
usual way, and they were defeated only
because Mr. SMrrn and tho rest of tho Re-

publican rebels voted against them. If
there had been a Republican rebellion
against Mr. MoKinlky In tho last cam-

paign because of tho "bosslsm" of Mr.
ILanna, and he had been defeated in conse-
quence of It, who would havo dug the dlteh?
Mr. MoKinlet's nomination was not less
tho work of tho "Republican machine"
than Gen. Traot's. Both McKinley and
Tracy were regularly nominated candi-

dates of their party.
Finally, Mr. Smith puts in tho plea that

"the Republican party, pure and simple,
all told, hfut never been ablo to carry tho
city on national issues, and novcr will;"
yet it is a matter of record that tho Repub-
lican party carried tho city lost year on na-

tional Issues, and It could havo carried It on
no other Issues. Even It his assertion were
true, how could It help his case? It tho
united Republican party could not carry
tho city, how were its chances improved by
dividing it?

If tho pleas presented by tho Consul-Genera- l

of Slam aro sound as arguments, tho
Republican party Bhould disband forth-
with and lcavo individual Republicans to
make up their own tickets according to
their varying fancies. If a city convention
cannot put forward candidates and a policy
for tho party without tyrannical domina-
tion, neither can a national convention;
there can bo no party organization and
every Republican must be left to go as ho
pleases, while tho organized Bryan De-
mocracy marches over the ruins of the Re-

publican party to overwhelming triumph
in 1000.

French Tragedy in Boston Stylo.
Sanders Theatre, a part of tho memorial

building erected by Harvard University in
honor of her sons who fell In the civil war,
and tho place whero the commencement
exorcises and other state ceremonies of the
university are held, will be the scene this
winter of a curious contest between tho
French department of Harvard and a body
of tho students associated for the pur-
pose of improving their speaking knowl-
edge of the French language and calling
itself In print by tho somewhat cumber-
some title ot "Le Cercle Francals de l'Unl-verslt- d

do Harvard." While the origin
and canses of tho dissension may bo rather
obscure, Its publio manifestations have
aroused Interest in eastern Massachusetts
and will provldo entertainment and In-

struction during the winter for select Bos-
ton audiences.

The " Cerclo Francois," or French Club,
has only In late years attained social emi-
nence among the societies of Harvard. For
many years it had plodded along modestly
and unnoticed, llko all other collrgo lit-
erary societies, its highest ambition being
tho occasional production of a little comedy
for the delectation of Its own members.
With tho advent of an enthusiastic
Instructor of hlstrlonlo tastes, how
ever, this was all changed. The Cerclo
discovered that it must moke Ito In-

fluence felt, and proceeded to startle
the university with Its theatrical exploits.
Its most brilliant achievement was the pro-
duction of MoLitRE's "Le Bourgeois

with an interpolated ballet
which cast tho efforts of the Hasty Pud-
ding and Pi Eta clubs Into tho shade.
Boston society saw that a new star had
arisen, and forthwith took up " Lo Cerclo
Francals" and Its performances. The club
seemed duly grateful to the instructor
through whose efforts its social transforma-
tion had been accomplished.

Accidents will happen, however, in the
best of clubs. Last spring tho harmony
between the Cercle Franc,ais and Its ener-
getic Instructor was disturbed. M. Bnu-nktiEr- e

of tho French Academy, appeared
In Cambrldjro and lectured In Sanders
Theatre. He was Introduced to tho au-
dience, by profeasora of the French depart-
ment. Tho Cerclo Francals asserted
that he had been Invited to lecture by
the club at Its expense, and that he
should have been introduced by the
club's officers. War to the knlfo was
declared between It and Its Instructors,
and each side has entered upon a campaign
in tho enemy's country. The Cerclo has
Invited a number of professors from other
colleges and French men of letters to lec-

ture In Sanders Theatre before Harvard
University, while the French department
announces at the same place a theatrical
exhibition, which will wither forever tho
Cerele's dramatic laurels.

In a circular decorated with the seal of
tho university, though the motto Chrieto
tt Kcclesice seems rather out of place, tho
professors of tho department of French
advertise three performances of Racink'h
"Athalle," the most ladylike play of tho
most feminine French poet. No attempt
will be made to reproduce tho play as it
was given originally by the young women
In Mme. SB Maintenon's boarding school
at Saint Cyr, and ot course a biblical ballet
cannot be Introduced, but hlstrlonlo genius
has found possibilities for display even In
" Athalle." As the circular points out :

"The splendor of the mfee en eeene, tbe introduc-
tion of a larre number of eubordlnate characters and
Jlgurantl. and the use of vooal and Instrumental
music, not only In tbe cboruaca which link one act to
another, but In tbe body of tbe play lUelf, servo to
heighten the Intereetof the work. The tragedy will
he performed by a company of students, graduates,
and Instructors of narrara University and Radclllte
College,"

Mise en scene, as Bostonlans should know,
means stage setting; while thefyrttranf is a
character often taken by undergraduates
on lessdignlfledstagesand vulgarly known
as the "supe,"

To "heighten tho Interest" the principal
parts will be Intrusted to two young ladles
of Boston not connected with the univer-
sity, the choruses will be sung by the Bos-
ton Cecilia Society, and Mendklssohn'b
music will bo rendered by the Boston Sym-
phony orchestra under the direction of Bos-
ton's Mr. B. J. Lano.

In Tun Sun Gen. H. V. Boywton
gives on Interesting account of tho effort
mado by various political leaders of tho
Confederacy, at tho surrender ot JonN-ston- 's

army, In 1808, to obtain concessions
of political rights through tho terms of
peace granted by Gen. Sherman.

tho relation of this project to tho
attempt to found "a soldiers' party," under-
taken about that tlmo.

A strlklngpolnt In this historical review
Is its comparison of tho terms actually
granted by Gen. Sherman with thoso sug-
gested by Postmaster-Genera- l Reaoan of
tho Confederacy. Gen. Sherman's agree-
ment would certainly havo taken from tho
Government of tho United States tho au-

thority that belonged to It. Of courso,
howover, tho stout old soldier referred his
agreement to Washington, where tho Cabl-no- t,

with which Gen. Grant was sum-
moned to confer, promptly, unanimously,
and emphatically rejected it.

To tho part played by Secretary Stanton
In this rejection, Gen. Boynton gives Just
prominence.

Tho Reduction of the Finest,
Wo have referred already to tho methods

by which tho Anthropological Bureau, re-

cently established by the Police Depart-
ment, hopes to prevent the members of our
Justly respected and highly appreciated
police force from accumulating too much
fat. Thosubjectlsof Immense and continu-
ing Interest to all philosophical citizens.

Without undervaluing tho athlctio
by which tho pollco force Is to bo

reduced, It Is permissible to doubt if
any diminution of policemen will bo ap-

proved by tho community. In tho herolo
ago tho Njw York policeman was ample,
even vast. Goo and Maooo, fed on tbo
Lord Mayor's richest calipash and calipee,
melted Into blue, and wearing their own
clubs, would not havo been more comfort-
able and Imposing figures. You felt In
thoso days that only a big and rich city
could afford to keep policemen so volu-
minous and high-colore- Even tho pilots
of tho Broadway stages, a fearless, original,
and cxprcsaivo raco of men, looked almost
with humility upon these magnificent mas-
ters of traffic and obeyed their uplifted
hands without imprecation.

It was beautiful to watch tho conflicts
for tho right of way between these enlarged
policemen and tho truck drivers. The truck
driver, in tho times before reform, was a
person who habitually defended a doubtless
amiable personality behind a palisade of
language- imported from Flanders. Ho
seemed to bo vexed as if by tho thought
that ho was born too lato to bo a pirate of
tho Spanish Main, and had to content him-
self with breasting tho waves ot West
street. It was his heart's delight to mock
tho world and cut down all folks on foot.
Was ho a man to be restrained by a little,
thin policeman? A policeman might have
had tho heart of Hector and the dynamic
arm of Fitzsimmons, and yet have failed
to touch tho imagination of tho warrior
truck drivers. To these tho dignity of
mass appealed. They feared tho man whom
they couldn't run over ; and one of thoso

bulging, monumental patrol-
men was no more capable of being run over
than St. Peter's Is. Tho truck driver might
run over somebody elso ond escape for a
moment, but ho knew that punishment
awaited him at the endof a very short lane.
That policeman he might elude, but before
long ho was sure to come upon two
policemen talking together. Passage was
impossible. He had to surrender. The fat
men were slow but sure.

As a matter of fact no violator of tbo law
who had any sense of etiquette ever tried
to run away from a fat policeman. As a rule
criminals are thin. They worry too much.
Thoy fear a fat policeman. They seo in him
their deadly opposite.

It is scarcely necessary to speak again of
the senso of genial security diffused by fat
policemen. It is an ancient jest that po-

licemen are hard to find. The fat police-
man was Impossible to lose. He was a
landmark, a beacon. In a town swarming
with strangers he as a convenience, if not
a necessity. Tin basked and waddled, an
ornament and a Joy.

Some of the civil service machine police-
men of flit about not much wider or
more palpable than ghosts. A good guesser
would put the combined age of two of them
at 24 and the combined weight of two of
them at 1125 pounds. Probably they havo
all the virtues, but they seem better fitted
to be "tigers" behind a pony cart than to
be tho law on legs. They don't look llko
deterrents of crime. And yet they aro very
severe to boy flower peddlers, and their
frown at the sight of a push cart is tremen-
dous. They mean well, but thoy have not
tho confidence of tho public, and little,
wanton boys of the street put thumb to
nose at their approach.

Still, tho fat policemen aro doomed to
lean years. Space in this town is so valu-
able that policemen cannot bo allowed to
occupy more than a fair share of It.

Tho Forsaken Defender.
The reported condition of tbo Defender

must bo sad news for yachtsmen. She Is
corroding. Bronze and aluminum do not
agree, and at tho points of their juncture in
tho hull of tho famous sloop there Is clear
evidence of decay. It tho reports are
correct, It may bo said that tho De-

fender is In consumption. Tho work
that Bhe was designed to do she did
well; but there Is an Impression among
many yachtsmen that Bhe Is still practically
an untried boat. It may bo that she never
had a chance to display all her power and
allhergood points. Certainly Valkyrie III.,
or, rather, Lord Dunraven, never gave her
that opportunity, ond there was nothing
that was not expected in her repealed vic-

tories over tho Vigilant.
There are those who believe that In a

strong wind the Defender Is the most won-
derful craft afloat. It is a pity that she did
not get a chance to cross the ocean and
compete with British boats.

When the Defender vt cut over the courso
on the day that Dcnuaven sulked many
people were disappointed and surprised
that on a broad reach It took her nearly
two mortal hours to cover tho distance,
fifteen miles, to the outer mark. The
trouble was not with tho boat; It was with
tho wind. The yacht wants wind and plenty
ot It, notwithstanding her enormous Bpread
of canvas. A few days before tbo cup races
she went down the bay for probably her
last training test. It was a memorable
spin. There was a fierce northwest
wind. The yacht carried her mainsail,
staysail, and jib. She stood up like
a church, Indeed she might have
cm led her topsail, but probably It vtas

deemed wlso on board to dlspcnso trith
that luxury until tho weather mado it a
necessity. Tho twln-ocre- steamer Mon-
mouth bapponcd at that tlmo to bo making
ono ot her regular trips to Sandy Hook.
Sho chased tho yacht, bur, the length
ot tlmo that sho took to overhaul
her was a surprise to ovcry ono who
witnessed that Interesting but unequal
battlo between sails and screws. When tho
steamer at last caught up vlth tho De-

fender, near tho Southwest Spit. Bhe saluted
her In tho usual noisy manner, and tho
salute was Immediately followed by cheers
from tho passengers.

" It Is all right to talk about tbe universal brother-
hood of man, aud we ought to consider our brothers
and cousins across tbe water In our commercial,
manufacturing, and otber business enterprises; but it
Is business and patriotism to look after our on n folks
at houio first.

"Why don't you get on the right aide of tho fence
and Instil a little it ore Araerlcau sentiment in your
editorials? It would certainly please your readers
very much better than tbe "Independent"
but really sentiments that you con-

tinually portray."
Tho editorial article to which Mr. Fenton re-

Section 10 of tho first chapter of the
Greater New York charter provides that during
tbe year 1807 "it shall bs the duty of the proper
authorities of the various municipal and publio
corporations" consolidated into the city of New
York to prepare a budgotfor tbe year 1808, as
required by existing laws, "as though such
munclpal and public corporations were not to be
consolidated into ths city of Now York." In
other words. New York city, Brooklyn, and the
other civic divisions of what la to become, on
Jan. 1, the Great City, have made and are mak-
ing provision for municipal expenses in 1888 as
If there were to be no Greater New York.

Thus, for Instance, tho Board of Estimate and
Apportionment has appropriated 910,000 for
the Mayor's salary, though tho Mayor of tho
Greater Now York will recelvo $16,000. Tho
Board has appropriated $'.13,000 for tbo sal tries
of the Commissioners of Taxes and Assessments,
although under the provisions of tho charter of
tbo Greater Now York the sum total ot such
salaries is to be $32,000.

Tbo total appropriation for 1808 as pro-
visionally agreed upon for Now York, tho
present city, is 917,040,230, against 940,480,-20- 7

appropriated for municipal exponaes this
year. This is a decrease of 91,250,000. New
York, therefore, will enter upon its special po-

litical partnership In the enlarged municipality
with a diminished budget.

Harder Trials and Yellow Journalism.
TOTnEEDiTon or TnE Sun SO.-- It Is Im-

possible to conceive anything more degrading
to the administration of justice than the liber-
tinism of tbe yellow Journalism of New York in
tho two murder cases which aro occupying tbe
publio attention to a very largo extent at tbe
presont moment. This species ot journalism
stops at nothing. Ilero is a man charged with
murder. He is defended by counsel; twolveof
his peers aro hearing evidence which will either
convict or acquit him; an honorable and upright
Judgo, assisted by the State attorneys, presides
at bli trial, to see tbat justice U dono between
the prisoner at the bar and tho people. It Is a
solemn scene, or should bo so. In an English
court of justice nothing possibly can be more
solemn. It Is the recognition ot tho supremacy
of State over the Ufa of tho Individual who out
rages its prerogative of safeguarding the sanc-
tity of that of another, and a testimony to all
that It will avenEo its ofTendod majeslj in tbo

arson of Its humblest subject. It will do so,Eon over, through a laborious and judicial pro-
cess; through the machinery which generations
of lawgivers, Jurisconsults, and Judges havo

Interpreted, and promulgated for the
safety of society In life and property.

Nothing of all thts troubles tho yellow journal-1st- .
His object is sordid and mercenary. His

cry Is for blood. The moro of it the better. It
Is the pabulum on which ho bntteuB. The re-
porters of these p ipora discard all semblanc e of
responsibility In whut they write. Thoy are en-
couraged ao to do. Thulr business is to carry
mud rakes and rake in the slime of tbo earth
in the shape of vllu gossip, lies, and exaggerated
reports of commonplace occurrences that are pe-
culiar to overy great city. They are barefaced
calumniators or tho reputations of our city and
of our citizens also. We aro the amusement of tho
Ttorid already with our yellow Journalism; vtn
shall soon becomo Its laughing stock, and In-

evitably Its scandal. There is not the slightest
excuse why our judges should be placed beneath
the contempt of tbe yellow Journalist or his
employer.

The functions of legitimate journalism are
broad already, and are expanding.

If Thorn is guilty, bis guilt will bo established
in a very short tlmo. According to the laws un-
der which lie is tried ho la assumed Innocent
until the contrary Is proved. But tbatlsamatler
of opinion. What tho yellow journalist prac-
tically calls for Is tha lynching of tho man on
the spot. This would aeem strange to tho foreign
observer, considering that tbe longor tho man le
kept on the tenter hooks of this judicial inquiry
tho greater will be tholrprotlt. It isan anomaly,
but the perversity of the yellow Journalist is
nowhere more disternlblo than in his monu-
mental stupidity. Tho public, which first re-
garded tho yellow Journalism as a passing
novelty, are becoming weary of it. So aro tho
unfortunate Journalists who have to prostitute
their profession and professional reputation iu
ilB service.

But there Is a feature of tbo yellow Journalism
which Is not receiving tbo attention that it es-
sentially deserves. The young nro contam-
inated by it. No story is morally too putres-
cent for their lllthy columns. Thoy flfl their
columns with it to tho exclusion of everything-else- .

Somo of threo details, us tboy are ex-
panded into chapters in tho sanctum of theImaginative yellow Journalist, are diabolically
ingenious. Zola's novels aro wholesome liter-ature in comparison.

I amqultoconlldentthatthe yellow journal-
ism Is steadily on the decline. It Is derided and
ecornod. It has no future, as it has no past. Itis a notorious fact that a "story" in a yellow
Journal, even if it bo In part true, if notcorroborated by tho reputable journals of thocity, is discredited even by tholr regular patrons.

A few nlgbu ago a yellow Journal brounhtoutan extra edition with a "etory" that MartinThorn had attempted suicide. Tli'it part of tbe
Jiuhllc which purchased a copy of this mockery onpaid two cents. Of course there wasnot a word of truth In It. Tho men who con-
